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FCC Extends Reply Com- 
ment Deadline In BPL Pro- 
ceeding 


from The ARRL Letter — The FCC has ex- 
tended to June 22 the deadline to file reply 
comments (comments on filed comments) in its broadband 
over power line (BPL) Notice of Proposed Rule Making 
(NPRM), ET Docket 04-37. The FCC acted this week on 
a request from the National Antenna Consortium and the 
Amherst Alliance (NAC/Amherst) for a much longer filing 
deadline extension. The organizations said the June | reply 
comment deadline would not allow stakeholders adequate 
time to prepare comments that address the full two-part Na- 
tional Telecommunications and Information Administration 
(NTIA) BPL study. The FCC said the NTIA has indicated it 
soon will submit comments and a technical appendix that will 
include key findings of the Phase 2 report, which is due for 
release later this year. 


“We believe that three weeks should provide ample time for 
review and analysis of this information, and accordingly grant 
the extension for that period,” said FCC Office of Engineer- 
ing and Technology Chief Edmond J. Thomas, who signed 
the May 26 Order Granting Extension of Time. NAC/Am- 
herst had sought to have the FCC postpone the filing com- 
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ment deadline until either September | or two months after 
the public release of the NTIA’s Phase 2 study--whichever 
came later. 


Noting that its Part 15 rules already permit Access BPL sys- 
tems and that its February BPL NPRM places additional re- 
quirements on BPL systems over and above current Part 15 
requirements, the FCC asserted that any further delay would 
diminish the Commission’s ability to protect licensed users 
now occupying the HF spectrum. A further extension, the 
FCC added, also would “needlessly increase regulatory un- 
certainty” about BPL. 


The FCC turned down a request that it reissue in substan- 
tially greater detail the provisions of its proposed BPL rules 
concerning interference prevention and mitigation and the 
enforcement of standards. 


The FCC does not routinely grant such time extensions, and 
it denied earlier petitions, including filings from the ARRL 
and NAC/Amherst, to extend the initial May 3 comment fil- 
ing deadline. The League and others had said commenters 
needed more time to digest the NTIA’s Part 1 BPL study, re- 
leased April 27.

FCC Chairman Responds To 
Request To Support ARRL 
Restructuring Plan 


from The ARRL Letter — FCC Chairman 
Michael K. Powell has assured US repre- 
sentatives Greg Walden, W7EQI (R-OR), and Mike Ross, 
WDSDVR (D-AR), that the Commission will act “as ex- 
peditiously as possible” on Amateur Radio restructuring. 
Walden and Ross wrote Powell a month ago to urge adoption 
of the ARRL’s restructuring Petition for Rule Making (RM- 
10867) “in its entirety” along with rules changes needed to 
put it into place. Powell said the League’s petition was one 
of many. 


“At this time, the Commission staff is reviewing and ana- 
lyzing carefully all of the petitions, comments and proposed 
tule changes in this area,” Powell responded May 21. “Be- 
cause this matter is of great importance to you and the al- 
most 700,000 amateur radio operators nationwide, the staff 
is working diligently to create a comprehensive solution to 
address the proposals the petitioners have submitted.” The 
next step in the process, he said, will be to prepare a notice of 
proposed rule making for the Commission’s consideration. 


In addition to the League’s filing, Powell pointed out, the 
Commission received 17 other petitions for rule making that 
address examination requirements and operating privileges 
for Amateur Service licensees. The various proposals at- 
tracted more than 5000 comments, he noted--more than 800 
of them on the ARRL’s petition alone. 


In their letter to Powell, Walden and Ross expressed their be- 
lief that the ARRL’s plan “will encourage the development, 
refinement and use of new technologies; increase the num- 
ber of young people involved in Amateur Radio; and provide 
incentives for Amateur Radio licensees to pursue technical 
self-training and opportunities for volunteerism in the best 
traditions of our country.” 


Other restructuring plans were filed by the Radio Amateur 
Foundation, RM-10868, and by the National Conference of 
Volunteer Examiner Coordinators, RM-10870. 


Fifteen other petitions for rule making came down on one 


side or the other of retaining the Amateur Radio Morse code 
examination requirement to operate on HF. Judging from

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The DXCC 
Yearbook 
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Each year in late spring the ARRL puts out a little 
booklet called The DXCC Yearbook. It’s free to ev- 
eryone who is on the DXCC Honor Roll (having 
worked and confirmed within 10 of the total current 
number of entities on the DXCC List) and to those 
who submitted DXCC applications (either first-time 
or endorsements) in the previous DXCC year (Oc- 
tober | through September 30). 


Wayne Mills, N7NG, edited this year’s DXCC 
Yearbook. Wayne is the ARRL Membership Ser- 
vices Manager at HQ. Included in The DXCC 
Yearbook 2003 are: the 3COV (Annobon) DXpe- 
dition by Franz, DJ9ZB; the SOSX (Democratic 
Arab Republic of Saharaui) DXpedition by Anto- 
nio, EA5RM; the ARRL’s Logbook of the World by 
Wayne, N7NG; the Clinton B. DeSoto Challenge 
Cup Winners for 2003; the Year in Review by Carl, 
N4AA (editor/publisher of QRZ DX and The DX 
Magazine); and the annual DXCC listings. 


If you’re not familiar with the Clinton B. DeSoto 
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Challenge Cup, it’s an 
award given each year to 
the person with the most 
number of total DXCC 
entities on 160 m, 80 m, 
40 m, 30 m, 20 m, 17 m, 
15 m, 12 m, 10 m, and 6 
m. The Challenge Cup has 
been in existence for four 
years, and Bob, W4DR, 
has won it all four years 
so far (Vicky and I had the 
pleasure of operating with 
Bob and his wife Rosalie, 
N4CFL, on our DXpedi- 
tion to Syria in February 
2001). 


W4DR is on top of the 
heap with a total of 3083 
entities. Here is W4DR’s 
breakdown by band: 160 
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m 304, 80 m 346, 40 m 358, 30 m 331, 20 m 382, 17 
m 332, 15 m 359, 12 m 330, 10 m 352, and 6 m 147. 
One thing you have to admit - to have those totals 
on all those bands means you must be very active! 
If you’re wondering why the individual band totals 
add up to more than W4DR’s DeSoto Cup total of 
3083, that’s because the De Soto Cup doesn’t count 
deleted DXCC entities whereas the band breakdown 
numbers given above include deleted entities. 


Right behind W4DR in the DeSoto Cup standing is 
Ken, WING, at 3076, Leif, OZ1LO, at 3051, Rick, 
KSUR, at 3049, and Ryszard, SPSEWY, at 3045. 
It’ll be interesting to see if W4DR holds on to the 
Cup next year. His biggest challenge will most like- 
ly come from W1NG. 


Rounding out The DXCC Yearbook 2003 is the 
DXCC Annual List. Totals for everyone with 100 or 
more entities on any of the modes and bands are giv- 
en. There are a total of 5 mode-based DXCC awards 
(Mixed, Phone, CW, RTTY, and Satellite) and 11 
band-based DXCC awards (160 m - 2 m). Here are 
some interesting facts from this list. The most enti- 
ties worked in the Mixed mode award is 391, and 
two guys (K6ZO and W2BXA) are at that level - 
with 393 total over all time, theses two guys have 
worked all but two of everything that has ever been 
on. The top Satellite total is 274 (DJSMN). The top 
160m total is 310 (W4ZV 
and W8LRL). And the top 
2 m total is 164 (WS5UN). 


I think it’s fair to say that 
there’s something for ev- 
eryone in the DXCC pro- 
gram. So if your activity in 
amateur radio is declining, 
think about going after a 
DXCC award. There noth- 
ing betterthan setting a goal 
to get yourself involved 
again. And it doesn’t take 
a super station to do this, 
either. A good example of 
this is Dan, WG5G, mak- 
ing the DXCC Honor Roll 
at QRP power levels. 
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Severe Weather Notes: A Rough 
Holiday Weekend - Joel, KB9RH 


Northeast Indiana and northwest Ohio have escaped 
the major tornadic weather events so far this year, 
with large hailstones and wind damage being the most 
prevalent in our area. 


Across the country, this severe weather season started 
out rather quiet, but on April 20th that changed. On 
that day, northeast Indiana was on the edge of a tor- 
nado outbreak. Over 50 tornadoes were reported that 
day - most of them in northern Illinois. One of those 
resulted in 8 fatalities in a small town south of Chi- 
cago. A single storm formed to the southwest of Fort 
Wayne and generated tornadoes in Wabash, Grant, and 
Huntington counties - the nearest touchdown was 3 
miles east of Roanoke on US 24. The storm weakened 
as it moved over the center of Fort Wayne, and no sig- 
nificant damage was reported by spotters. 


Although there were not that many individual thunder- 
storms and the air temperature was in the 50’s, there 
was a tremendous amount of wind shear in the lower 
levels of the atmosphere, so any storms that formed 
were capable of generating tornadoes. 


However, things changed dramatically the last two 
weeks of May, when thunderstorms exploded - literal- 
ly - across the Plains states and the Midwest. Over 400 
tornado reports were received - in addition to many 
more hail and straight-line wind reports. Northeast In- 
diana escaped the onslaught of tornadoes, but we did 
have several damage reports from straight-line winds 
as well as many reports of hail | inch in diameter and 
larger. On May 21 there was a lot of damage (and some 
fatalities) along the Indiana-Michigan state line from 
straight-line thunderstorm winds. However, spotters in 
Allen County did report hail | inch in diameter. On 
May 22, 82 tornadoes were reported - mainly in Ne- 
braska and Iowa. A Severe Thunderstorm Watch was 
issued for our area, and a line of severe thunderstorms 
formed over western Indiana, but when they moved 
east of Warsaw, they weakened considerably, and as 
a result, there were no spotter reports from our area. 
The unusually large numbers of tornadoes continued 
through May 29th, mainly in the upper Midwestern 
states. 


On May 30 it was Indiana’s turn: by the end of the 
day, almost the entire state was placed in a “High” 
risk area for severe thunderstorms. At one point, 
there were 5 PDS Tornado Watches in an area from 
northeast Texas to northern Indiana. The PDS stands 
for “Particularly Dangerous Situation”; actually, PDS 
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watches are relatively rare, and I’ve never seen 
that many in effect at one time. At press time, the 
National Weather Service had confirmed 16 tor- 
nadoes, mainly in central and southern Indiana. 
One cluster of thunderstorms generated 5 torna- 
does - the last was an F2 that moved across the 
southern part of the city of Indianapolis. As luck 
would have it, yours truly was about 1/2 mile 
away. After 25 years of storm spotting, I finally had 
the opportunity to pick up the microphone and report a 
tornado touchdown. It’s about time! 


After listening to the spotter traffic on the net so far 
this year, here’s some observations: 


1. As we learned in the Advanced Spotter Training 
Course, be “‘situationally aware” of what’s going on 
in the atmosphere. Read the convective outlooks and 
mesoscale discussions for our area. If there is a watch 
in effect, read the watch message, especially the “dis- 
cussion” section before you go out storm spotting. The 
main reason is your personal safety. Another reason 
is this: I personally have not been impressed with the 
information put out over NOAA Weather Radio during 
severe weather - especially on May 30 - but that’s a 
topic for another place and time. 


2. We are not interested in checkins to the severe 
weather net. The net is for reporting purposes and for 
a two-way exchange of critical weather information 
between spotters and the National Weather Service. 
However, if the Weather Service asks for information 
from a specific area and you are close to that location 
and can move into the affected area, then let us know. 
We want to limit unnecessary traffic on the net so spot- 
ters can get their reports called in without delay. We 
also need to keep the repeater open for traffic from 
liaison stations in other counties. 


3. When giving your location, try to stay away from 
local street names because the people at the National 
Weather Service may not know exactly where you are. 
For example: if I were to call in a report and give my 
location as Sherman Boulevard and Mildred Avenue, 
I doubt if the radar operator would know where I am. 
However, if I report my location as | 1/2 miles north- 
west of downtown Fort Wayne, he can easily pinpoint 
that location on radar. The only exception is federal 
and state highways. Also, you may want to use county 
lines as a reference: for example, “My location is on 
US 33 2 miles south of the Whitley county line (that’s 
one of many spotter way-points on my GPS receiver).

In my 
experience on May 30th, spotters first observed the 
tornado about 20 miles southwest of Indianapolis and 
followed it into the city, so I knew exactly where it 
was. Before it even got close to where we were set up, 
I looked for a place of safety - just in case. 


Thanks to all who have participated so far this year, 
and for your courtesy in keeping the repeater open dur- 
ing severe weather.

ed) radio equipment in various venues. “The Federal Com- 
munications Commission receives hundreds of complaints 
about alleged illegal equipment being offered for sale on the 
Internet or in publications,” the FCC’s Consumer and Gov- 
ernmental Affairs Bureau said. “If you have any information 
about illegal or uncertificated equipment being offered for 
sale, please forward it to the FCC.” The Commission says 
the sorts of useful information it’s looking for would include 
an original advertisement or Web address where the illegal 
equipment is being advertised or offered for sale, highlight- 
ing the types of equipment about which the allegations are 
being made, the name of any Web auction site, the exact item 
number and auction opening and closing dates, and the name 
and address of the individual or business offering the item(s) 
for sale. The FCC also asks complainants to specify why 
they believe the equipment is not in compliance with FCC 
tules and the number of pieces or types of equipment about 
which the allegations are being made. Complainants should 
provide a name and telephone number to follow up, if neces- 
sary. The FCC said the information can remain confidential, 
if requested.
